In response, Applicant respectfully submits that the Notice has beeh«3@^^ in 
error, and that the application has been improperly abandoned by the Patent Office. Because all 
of the respective filing requirements have been satisfied, Applicant respectfully submits that the 
holding of abandonment should be withdrawn, and that the application should be accorded its 
original filing date of June 3, 1998. 

I- The Complete Application Papers Have Been Filed 

Applicant respectfully submits that all filing requirements have been fulfilled, 
and particularly that the entire application, including specification, claims, Abstract and four 
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sheets of drawings (Figs. 1-6), was filed along with an executed Declaration/Power of Attorney, 
Assignment Transmittal with executed Assignment, Preliminary Amendment, Information 
Disclosure Statement with eleven references and a foreign search report, Claim for Priority with 
two priority documents, and Conditional Permit on June 3, 1998, along with all of the required 
filing and assignment recordation fees. Because this application is subject to a secrecy order, 
containing subject matter that is classified "RESTRICTED" by a defense agency of the United 
Kingdom, the entire packet was hand-carried to the Licensing and Review Branch on 
June 3, 1998. Attached hereto is a copy of the date-stamped postcard indicating receipt of these 
papers by the Licensing and Review Branch of the Patent Office. 

Since that initial filing on June 3, 1998, Applicant has received two separate 
Notifications of Incomplete Application, mailed on June 25, 1998, and on October 6, 1998, 
respectively. Applicant responded to both of these notices by filing Responses on July 2, 1 998, 
and December 7, 1 998, respectively. Each of these Responses included a copy of the 
originally-filed application including specification and claims, Declaration/Power of Attorney, 
and related documents. Again, because the application is subject to a secrecy order, each of the 
Responses was hand-carried to the Licensing and Review Branch. Attached hereto are copies of 
the date-stamped postcards indicating receipt of these papers by the Licensing and Review 
Branch of the Patent Office. 

II. The Patent Office Has Confirmed That the Application is Complete 

On two separate occasions, Applicant's undersigned attorney has confirmed with 
the Patent Office that all of the application filing requirements have been fulfilled. In particular, 
on July 29, 1998, Applicant's undersigned attorney discussed this case with personnel from the 
Licensing and Review Branch. Applicant's attorney was informed that although the entire 
application had been filed, only the filing particulars had been forwarded to the Initial Patent 
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Application Division for preparation of the file jacket. Because the application contained 
classified material, the application papers themselves were not forwarded to the Initial Patent 
Application Division. 

Second, on January 22, 1999, Applicant's undersigned attorney spoke with Ms. 
Bradshaw of the Licensing and Review Branch. Ms Bradshaw again explained that the entire 
application had been filed, but that the status of the application was still being clarified with the 
Initial Patent Application Division. Applicant's attorney was informed that Ms. Delora Dillard 
of the Initial Patent Application Division was aware of this situation. 

m. The Holding of Abandonment Should Be Withdrawn 

In view of the above facts, Applicant respectfully submits that the holding of 
abandonment and termination of proceedings are improper, and should be withdrawn. 
Applicant respectfully submits that the application should be reinstated to pending status, 
should be accorded the original June 3, 1998, filing date, and that in view of the delay its 
processing through the Patent Office should be expedited. 

The Notice of Termination further indicates that the original filing fee of $834 is 
being credited to the attorney's deposit account, less a $130 processing fee. Applicant 
respectfully submits that the filing fee was properly paid, should not be credited to the deposit 
account, and that any processing fee should not be charged. If these transactions have already 
been made, the Commissioner is hereby authorized to redebit the filing fee, and recredit the 
processing fee, to Deposit Account No. 15-0461. The Commissioner is further authorized to 
charge any fee (or credit any overpayment) associated with this communication to Deposit 
Account No. 15-0461.
